He also 
searched his file of all known Commnists in McKeesport, which 
he claims is very comprehensive: and complete, and advised that 
no one. is listed therein by that name. The McKeesport Police 
Department records were then checked, but no record is on 
file for anyone of the name VUKMANIC.. 


It was then ascertained from the informant that. 
VUKMANIC has been staying-at the Y. Mo Ce Ao during his 
latest visit to McKeesport, but that he. has not been seen 
around town for the last week or so. _By a telephone call to 
a friend, he then verified his suspicion that VUKMANIC is no 
longer managing BUCHANNAN'ts SUmpat en, and has been out ‘of 
town for several days.

Bank Building, Corner Walnut and Fifth Avenues, McKeesport, Pa., 
was interviewed by the writer at the suggestion of the above in— 
formant who also advised that WALSH is a Past Commander of an 
American Legion Post and thoroughly reliable, WALSH substantiated 
much of the information given above, being careful to remain non- 
specific with such statements as "J/have heard it rumored that 
he is a Parlor Pink." . He informe? that -VUKMANIC had recently had 
a heated discussion with MELVINWAYCOX after making the claim 

_ that the United States was about’ twenty years behind Soviet Russia 
in every respect.. According to Mr. WALSH, during the course of 
that discussion, VUKMANIC extolled Russia, it's political theories 
and Government organization. After insisting that he did not 
know anything other than heresay concerning VUKMANIC's pink. 
tendencies, he remarked that he could not understand how the 
fellow could buy drinks for people in the nesenborhood bars, -

TWATER, 2418 Riverview vente, McKéesport, Pao, 
printer, Observe .Publishers, 208 Third Avenue, Pittsburgh, Pao, 
verified that he had gone. to High School with VUKMANIC at Mce- 
Keesport, where the latter graduated in 1921. VUKMANIC had a 
socialistic trend: of:ideas even in those days, according to 

Mr. ATWATER, and since his return from Russia, he has: evidenced 
an even more pro~Russian attitude. VUKMANIC rarely ever comes 

to McKeesport, ATWATER continued, but on September 9,..1941 he saw 
and spoke, to him, and at this meeting he had some rather radical 
comments to make, ..He could not remember. specific statements made 
by VUKMANIC, but asserted that although socialistic, none of them 
were understood to be’ derogatory to the United States:nor could 
they be considered.subversive, He said that these statements 
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were to the effect that the people of McKeesport were asleep 

. and ought to wake up to their rights. It was also ascertained 

_ from ATWATER that VUKMANIC predicted that he would obtain a 
good job in the Public Relations Department of the Pennsylvania 
Turnpike- Commission when the new section of the road to be ex- 
tended into Ohig-gets under way next year. .He was unable to 
furnish any additional information concerning the activities 
of the man in question, other than appears heretofore in this 
report.

Erie Street, McKeesport. VUKMANIC, a graduate of McKeesport 
High School who also attended Mercerberg Academy, Georgetown 
‘University and Washington Foreign School, sees Russia. making 
great strides industrially. and educationally. "Although - 
religion was almost totally. stamped out during the first five 
year plan", he explained, "there is no supression in Russia 
now, people being’ permitted to worship without interferences

JAYCOX, in addition to 
to repeating much of the information obtained from other persons 
already interviewed, stated that VUKMANIC's father was a mine 
foreman who settled years. ago in Windber, Pa., and later ran — 
a saloon in McKeesport... Subject, VUKMANIC, he said, has 
always praised Russia to the skies, but even more enthus— 
iastically within the last few years. In recent months, while 
in town to engage in local politics, he has made remarks to

JAYCOX described VUKMANIC as having.a very like- 
able personality, a tremendous amount of information about 
Soviet creeds and policies, and the ability to. speak fluently, 
but that he has always tried to convey the impression that 
he is the "big shot" of anything he is connected with. He 
takes stenography and operates a typewriter equally well. 


Mr, JAYCOX then averred that VUKMANIC has bragged 
that he tried to put. some high ranking General-‘in Washington 
(name not remembered) "straight" about the Soviet years.ago, 
and that only now that.General is beginning to see. wenee 
his waye 


The writer was-informed that VUKMANIC's wife, 
rumored to have a Government. position in Washington, De Co, 
has not. accompanied GEORGE on any of his recent trips ‘to 
McKeesport. JAYCOX. declared that VUKMANIC introduced him to 
a fellow in the Star Restaurant, Fifth Avenue and Locust Street 
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several weeks ago. The.man's name wa 
had some connection with.0. Po. Mo NIC gave the impression 
that he was working with this individual in the obtaining of 
steel contracts for Foreign Governments. JAYCOX insisted that 
WOODWORTH did not appear to be the type of person that is us= 
ually connected with 0. P. M.,but that he had a distinctly 
southern European appearance and manner.

ferent pririted languages of the Union of Soviet Social--- 


‘ist. Republics opened in the Main Exhibition Hall- of the 
Library on Saturday, May 30, Archibald MacLeish, the 
Librarian. of ‘Corigress, announced today: The exhibit 
will, contain materials printed in six different alpha- 
bets émployed in the Soviet Union, and it. also will 
- ,show. several instances in which the same language 
thas been printed in as many as three @ifferent alpha- 
ibets. fog 
The exhibition will display a map of the Soviet 


_ Union which graphically indicates that its constituent 


parts are ethnic and linguistic or “national” groups 
rather than territorial areas; Within the territories of 


the. Soviet, Union; which are more than twice as large. - 


‘as the continental ‘United States, there are some 186 
different nationalities, and -145 different languages be- 
sides Russian are spoken in various sections of the 


country. Of these spoken languages, one hundred and © 
eleven are reported to have been used in the publishing 


of material in, the Soviet’ Union. ’ 

Provisions of the Constitution of 1936. providing for 
..~Official’ sanction of these ’ different tongues also are 
cited’ in the exhibition. Among the provisions’ men- 
tioned are (1) that the laws of the Soviet Union shall 
‘be published in Russian and in the- language of each 
of its constituent: republics; (2) that court proceedings 
_ ate ‘to be conducted in: the. language of ‘the particular 

republic, or atitonomous..region; and (3) that instruc- 
tion in the schools shall. ‘be conducted in the native 
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ie Janguage. Constitutions of the republics similarly guar- 


_antee the.right to the use of the native languages. 
The publications to be exhibited are not -only in 
64 different languages, but are also in 6 different al- 
phabets — the Russian, Roman, Chinese, Arabic, Ar- 
‘menian and Georgian. ‘They are divided into eight 


‘ main linguistic groups. as follows: Slavic, Letto- -Lithua- 


nian (Baltic), Iranian, other Indo-European, Caucasian, 
Finno-Ugric, Turkic and Far Eastern. Several of the 
Turkic languages are represented by material published 
in Arabic, Roman and Russian characters. 

The exhibition also includes the special issue of 
Izvestiia marking the. opening of parliament on January 


" 12, 1938; which published a ‘summary of the proceed- 


ings in each of the official languages of the then, eleven 
constituent republics of the Soviet Union.

“the limb in’a normal position without being ready to _con-

If there-is no 


arterial bleeding, always place a tourniquet loosely around

VUKMANTC which verifies that already set out in’ previous reports and, therefore, is 
not being restated in this. report. 


On July 28, 1942, Detective WALTER LOF STROM, an #.P.A. man, and very 
reliable source of information at McKeesport, Pennsylvania, Ada ised he nas known 
VUKMANIC for many years and ever since he, VUKMANIC, attended high school. He stated 
that VUKMANIC was well regarded during his school career as an industrious, capable. 
youth, having high. ambitions. He stated that through connections with VUKMANIC had 
developed for himself, he had gone to Russia, spending several years there working as 
supervisor on construction projects. LOFSTROM stated that upon VUKMANIC's return to 
this country, he seemed possessed with the highest regard for Russia and their system 
of government and further that he made no attempt to concéal his feelings in this 


regard but rather would talk at length of. the U.S.S.R., extolling the virtues of their 


» system of industrial operation whenever he had an opportunity. According to Detective 
LOFSTROM, since VUKMANIC's return from Kussianand reappearance at McKeesport, he has 
interested himself with politics. He stated that he had run for the Democratic 
nomination in the primaries for the 30th Congressional District this past spring, but 
that he nad made a very poor showing. LOFSTROM stated VUKMANIC made a big play for 
the labor vote at McKeesport, but that because of his very forward. out-and-out stand 
regarding Russia and also because of his Communistic leanings he was given little 
support by the local labor faction. LOFSTROM stated that he understood VUKMANIC is 
presently employed as a construction engineer on the National Defense Project at 
Somerset,. Pennsylvania. He advised further that evidently VUKMANIC had applied for’.a 
position at the Atlas Powder Company, Ravenna Ordnance Plant, Apco, Ohio, as this firm 
had recently directed an inquiry to the McKeesport Detective Bureau, to which was 
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‘attached a form that VUKMANIC was to fill in and. return to them together with a finger- 
print card. Detective LOFSTROM stated that he had advised VUKMANIC to come into the 
office to be fingerprinted and fill out said form. LOFSTROM stated that ‘it is his 
personal belief that VUKMANIC. would not allow himself to become involved with any 
subversive or un-American activities, but that his connections and experiences with 
him were such that he was generally known to have sympathies with ftussia's cause and 
leanings toward Communism. ° “
